-oak 001 icellv and yet be un- 
able to compose and write ft sentonce 
ill betraying an utter ignorance 
of grammar, orthography, and general 
literary attainment. Adult writing 
is tho outgrowth of years of practice 
and habit, into which lias boon in- 
corporated numberless personal 
peculiarities which render each dif- 
ferent handwriting as distinctive from 
any other as are the characters, faces 

and personal mem of the different 

writers. Persons odd and eccentric 
iu their character, generally develop a 
stylo of writing equally odd and ec- 
centric This is done quite uncon- 
sciously to the writer, so much 80, 
that it is well nigh impossible that 
such peculiarities can be avoided by 
who would seek lo suddenly 
or disguise their Writing. Il is

The inadequacy ..f ollieial moans to 
meet the requirements of sick and 
wounded soldiers in a groat war had 
long boon felt: and, as regard - 
own army, it was clearly demonstrated 
during the Crimean war. The cam- 
paign in Italy in L886 brought this 
more homo to the heart of Europe, 
and it will over redound to the honor 
of the city of Geneva that within her 
walls the first international conference 
was hold m lS(i:>, with a view lo the 
mitigation of some of the horrors of 
war. On ihat occasion tho institu- 
tion of National Aid Societies was 
established, and a few Swiss gentle- 
men wore formed into an Internation- 
al Com m it loo for the purpose of acting, 
on the neutral territory of St 
land, as a link hot ween the aid socie- 
ties of all countries. In the following 
year a diplomatic conference was hold 
in the same place, which was attend- 
ed by the representatives of several 

States, and the treaty known as " tho 

Geneva Convention of the SSd of 

August. ISC I." was then drawn up by 

the representatives of 16 Govern- 
ments. Within fom months it was 
signed by eight Kmopoan Stales - 
the English (iovemniont, attached its 
signature in Penruary, lSiio — and at 
the present time it has boon accepted 
by 33 States. A second diplomatic 
conference was held at Geneva in 
186S, and there have also boon three 
other conferences of delegates from 
i he Bed Cross Societies— one in Paris 
in 1867, one in Berlin in April 1869, 
and fno last one at Geneva in Sep- 
tember, 1S81 Tho treaty was design- 
ed to remove soldiers when sick or 
wounded from the category of com-* 
batants, and to afford them relief and 
protection without regard to national- 
ity ; this protection is also extended 
to all persons officially attached to 

hospitals or ambulances, and to all 
houses so long as they contain invalid 

soldiers. Inhabitants of a country 
occupied by a belligerent army, ana 
who may be engaged in the care of the 
sick ana wounded, enjoy the same 
privileges. Provision it also made 
for the return of invalid soldiers to 
their respective homos. The distinc- 
tive mark of hospitals and. ambulances 
is a white Hag with a rod cross upon 
it — tho colors of Geneva revetted 
and individuals wear ft white armlet 
with a red cross. Every red cross 
flag must be accompanied in time of 
war by the national flag of (be- 
ing it.

WELL DISCUSSED. 



MINOR PARAGRAPHS.

The Silver Question — not the ques 
tion of how to get enough of this 
desirable article, which is, indeed, i. 
very important (]U(.-:l,ioii to all of us — 
bnt the question of silver coinage, was 
the subject of l'resident Gallaudet'B 
Faculty lecture IiihI evening. Some 
technicalities had 1.0 be explained in 
Order to tbe full corhprebensiorj of 
the subject. Thus, " Money may be 
any commodity {i.e., any valuable 
thing which may lie bought, sold or 
exchanged I Spoil by a com- 

munity :u* (Ij a measure of value, and 
(2) as a medium of exchange." Id 
diflViotit ages and conn trie*, many 

commoditii h have been used as money, 
u.;/., iron, Oppper, skins, wampum, 
corn. Tobacco wiih lawful money in 
Maryland, one hundred and fifty years 
ago. But gold and silver have been 
found tit! moHl convenient, standard 
of value utid medium of exchange, and 
are now almost the only kinds of 
money used. Greenbacks, bills of 

exchange, etc., are not real money, 
but only promises lo pay money, and 
good only as long as that promise is 
promptly fulfilled. They are conveni 
ent and useful, but not reul money 
A li'i/nl lender is that kind of money 
in which a man can lawfully pay his 
debt. For example, a man cannot be, 
required to accept wheat, or toliuc.eo 
in payment for a debt, bat be can be 
required*' gold or silver coin. 

Imcks un; legul bandar in ibis 
country, but only money possessing 
real value in itself, should be made 
legal tender ; for the borrowed value 
of the greenback might be suddenly 
lost, and still men would be required, 

ling to law, to accept I bene 
worthless bills, until the law could be 

repealed. Moreover, as the eeqne 

will show, the legal tender attribute 
should be limited to a single emmod 
ity. 

It is a great mistake to suppose that 
the government, determines Ibe value 
of the cjins it mints. This value La 
settled in the markets of the world. 
Ibe government stamp is ft 
certificate of a certain amount of a 
certain commodity of a cerium, Ine 

ness. Thus, the gold dollar contains 
twenty five and eight, tenth grains of 
standard gold, i.e., niiie-tcnlliH line; 
and the silver dollar conliiins lour hun- 
dred and twelve and one-half grains 
of standard silver, i.e., nine tenths fine. 
For many years previous to 1873, 
the relative value of gold and silver 
had varied but, little, and both were 
legal tender, It that year an ad 
was passed by Congress, saapendinK 
linage of silver, and declaring 
the gold dollar the unit of value.

This fall in the value of silver was 
attributed to tbe suspension of its 
coinage, wl n factit.was due to 

an increase of the supply by the dis 
covery of new arid rich mines. To re 
medy'tbe evil, Mr Bland in 1878 in 
trod need a bill providing for a resump- 
tion of the coinage of the silver dollar, 
and making it legal tender though it 
was worth only H'.) cents. The origin- 
al bill contained a "free coinage" pro 
vision according to which the govern 
incut, should coin, free of charge, any 
silver offered by a citizen. Thus a per 
son having Hi) cents worth of silver 
could take il to the mint, and have it 
coined into a silver dollar worth 100 
cents by law; or a person having 
$890,000 worth of silver bullion could 
have it coined into a million silver do! 
lars— a clear profit of $110,000, which 
he bad in no way earned The ' 
coinage" provision was, however, 
stricken out in the Senate. Instead, 
the government was to hny the bullion 
at its mnrket price; take 80 cents 
worth of il, affix the government 
stamp and say it contains 100 cents 
worth of silver J The bill as amended 
was rushed through in a hurry, only a 
little more limn an hour beii 
to its consideration, and Speakers be 
ing allowed only from three to five mm 
Utes each to express their opinions

I was that its effect would be to 
raise the market value of silver so thai 
the silver dollar would directly eqnal 
the gold dollar. But note the result ■ 

sold. 



In reality then the silver dollar is 
worth only four fifth of the gold dol- 
lar. The trade dollar contains more 
silver than the ordinary dollar, yet no 
body will take it for LOO cents Worth, 
because it is not legal tender. The 
attempt to make the silver dollar oir 
onlate has been a failure ; about, $200,- 
000,000 have been coined and 
000,000 are. locked up in the Treasury 
Vaults. Better if the money expend- 
ed in buying this silver had been used 
to pay off the public debt. 

The silver dollar is a useless, a 
wicked, a foolish, a dangerous dollar. 
1 1 is useless, because most of it lies idle 
in tbe Treasury. It is wicked, because 
it is not what it purports to be. 
Twenty five and eight-tenth grains stan- 
dard gold is the unit of value es 
tablished by law ; this is accepted in 
all tin- markets of the world. But the 
world knows that, the silver dollar is 
not worth so much as it pretends lo 
be, arid refuses to lake It. ft is a 
coined lie, notwithstanding it bears 
tbe pious motto '■ In God wu trust." 

The government may. rub its hands 
with glee in the bcliel tint it makes a 
protit of twenty cents on every (billar 
it, coins. Such a profit it, would have, 
if it could dispose ol its eighly cenl 
dollars for one hundred cents ; Iml il 
cannot, at least not honestly mid just, 
ly. Some silver dollars are circulat- 
ing, but the government cannot di* 

(lose (d the 1160,000,000 in ils vaulls 
at their nominal value,. It is foolish, 
because Willi il the government at- 
tempts to sat up a double standard, 
which is arbsui'd- It might as well 
stamp "one dollar' 00 fifty cents 
worth of silver as on eighty cenls 
worth. As well have two different 
units of length measure. A rubber 
yard stick is a lit comparison to a don 

ble standard of value. It m.ii. 
a laughing stock in tbe eyes oi otbei 
nai ions. It is dangerous because it is 
legal tender, and presents a great 
temptation to Congress to pay off the 
public debt with ii, which would be 
dishonest and fraudulent, siiiee it has 
promised to pny tbe debt in gold. 
Moreover, if the government should 

to use it instead of gold, every 
body would do I his, and one result 
would be a great disiui banco of pi ioas, 
many business failure*, and injustice 
to great nuiiibi rs of people. 

In conclusion, the Doctor explained 
thai he is a " hi uietallisl ." Gold 
should be the standard and the only 
legal tender ; silver should be coined 
as much as wanted by the people not 
to be piled up in the Treasury — and

The lti'.rahl several days ago pub- 
lished a forecast of t he report of the 
joint investigating committee of the 
legislature into the charges made 

against tho management of the Deaf 
and Dumb Institute in this city. 
Although the publication was made 
ttOMI positive and specific knowledge 
wliat tho report would be, the cry was 
again raised that the Herald was en- 
deavoring to misrepresent the maiiu- 
gement of the Institute and prosecute 
the officers. Tlio report was made to 
the legislature yesterday and sustains 
every allegation of mismanagement 
made editorially by the Herald. The 
report might perhaps have been made 
more definite, but it is sufficient for 
the better management of the Institu- 
tion. The change in the board of 
trustees is also important, Mr. Flick- 
inger. who takes Mr. Clayton's place 
is a thorough business man and has 
no favors to give or ask for, and will 
carefully guard the interests of the 
great institution during the next six 
years. Hon. C. S. Banck, who fills 
Carpenter's unexpired term, is a sterl- 
ing democrat, a member of legislature 
and also a. mem her of tho investigat- 
ing committee. The following is the 
report : 

TO THK TwKN n h'lKST Ckn KBAX As- 
skmhi.v ok Tine Statu of Iowa : — 
Your joint committee, appointed by 
the Twenty-First J general assembly, 
beg lenvo to make the following re- 
port .- 

That in pursuance of the joint re- 
solution passed by the senate and 

house of representatives of the state 
of Iowa, on the - day of January, 188C, 
relating to tho management and con- 
trol of tho Deaf and Dumb institit 
lion, located al Council Bluffs. Iowa, 
and that under t he said resolution the 
said committee was directed to in- 
quire into the charges of neglect in 
the management of said institution 
bv II. 0. Hammond, Shperintepdent, 

and Mrs. 11. 0. Hammond, matron 
of said institution, and your com- 
mittee say that, as directed bj 
Twenty-First general assembly, they 
proceeded to said place named and 

procured numerous witnesses to appear 

before thcni, and heard tho testimony 
of said witnesses, both in behalf of 
said superintendent and matron and 
of those person* complaining .against 
said management and control of said 
institution. That your committee 
made diligent inquiry relating to mat- 
ters concerning the management of 

said institution, and find as follows : 

1. That as to cruel and inhuman 
treatment of the children at the said 
institution, as charge, your committee 
has had some difficulty to reconcile 
the testimony, for the reason that the 
same is conflicting, and somewhat Un- 
certain upon this point, and your Com- 
mittee therefore find that, for the rea- 
sons Sot forth above, and cliargo of 
cruel and inhuman treatment is not 
fully sustained by the evidence heard 
beforo us. 

S, That the testimony taken be- 
fore vour committee fully sustains the 
charges that said superintendent and 
malron have neglected in many ways 
their duties to the inmates of said in 
Nt Kut ion, and they have in many in- 
stances failed to care for tho sick chil- 
dren under their charge and control, 
and have in many instances neglected 
to procure for said inmates proper and 
sufiicicnt food, both as to quantity 
and quality, as in the judgment of 
your committee was necessary and 
prnper for said children. 

,'!. That we believe from what is 
shown by the testimony, taken under 
the direction of the general assembly, 
before your committee, and from 
what we have otherwise obtained, 
that the said H. C. Hammond and 
wife have not used their best efforts to 
economise in the management of said 
institution as in our judgment was re- 
quired of them. 

I That we are led to the conclu- 
sion from the testimony, which is 
somewhat voluminous, and which is 
made a part of this report and al 
ed hereto, that the best interests of 
said institution, and of the persons 
connected therewith, both as pupils 
and patrons, require that at the close 
of the present school year the trustees 
of the said instiiution be directed, and 
arc hereby authorized to settle with 
and discharge both the said II. 0. 
Hammond, superintendent, and Mrs. 
II. ('. Hammond, matron of said 
institution.' In our judgment this 
action should be taken. 

All of which is respectfully sub- 
mitted to the general assembly for 
such action as may see in proper.
